The government then would give each 
motorist $100 back each year It would

employers, at the rate of $2 per week 
added to their pay checks 
With a 20 cent tax, a person who drives 
10,000 miles a year in a car that gets 20 
miles per gallon would break even, 
paying $100 in tax and getting $100 back. 
If he drove less or his car was more 
efficient he would make money. If he 
drove more, with his car gulping gas, he 
would lose money. 
Thus Americans would have incentive 
to save gasoline 
According to one 
version of the plan, even Americans who 
do not drive at all would get $100, 
providing the biggest incentive of all to 
those who walk

A strong 
earthquake struck Peru today, jolting 
the city of Lima for nearly a minute and 
sending thousands of persons fleeing 
into the street in terror, wailing their 
prayers 
There was no immediate report on the 
extent of damage or casualties but long 
time residents called the quake the 
strongest since the one of May 30, 1970 
that devastated the northern half of 
Peru, killing nearly 67,000 persons. 
The earthquake struck at 9:28 a m. 
<10:28 a m 
EDT», stopping electric 
clocks. Plaster crumbled from walls, 
broken glass fell onto sidewalks, and 
light fixtures were shaken loose from 
the ceiling of the U PI office in Lima 
All electricity and telephone service 
was cut off in downtown Lima The 
satellite station outside Lima which 


handles communications with the out­ 
side world went dead 
The quake was felt in Caracas where 
the 
C ajigal 
seism ographical 
observatory said it was of such strong 
intensity that it was certain to cause 
heavy damage in northern Peru. 


A spokesman said if the quake hit 
heavily populated areas there would be 
heavy damage and possible high loss of 
life 
The 
U.S. 
National 
Earthquake 
Information Service in Golden, Colo., 
reported a “major’ earthquake struck 
an area near Lima and said there was a 
strong possibility that serious damage 
occurred 


Dave Carver, a geophysicist for the 
service, said the quake measured 7 5 on 
the Richter Scale. 


State lawmakers boast of 
action on pension ripoff 


SAC R AM EN T O (U PI) - California 
legislators returned to their re-election 
campaigns today, boasting they finally 
passed a bill to end the big pension 
“ripoff.” 
The 
m easure 
w ould 
repeal 
extravagant early pension benefits for 
lameduck lawmakers, chop in half Gov. 
Ronald Reagan's $30,000-plus annual 
pension and sharply reduce retirement 
checks for other top state officials. 
Culminating a four-day special session 
called in response to public outrage over 
the pension bonanzas, the Assembly and 
Senate Wednesday passed the bill with 
only one “no” vote and sent it to 
Reagan's desk. 
The governor’s press secretary, Clyde 
Walthall, said Reagan would sign the 
measure “within a few days.’ 
The 
provision slashing his own pension 
“doesn’t 
cause 
the 
governor 
any 
problems,” Walthall added. 


The session was called last week by 
Reagan strictly to deal with the early 
retirement 
bonus 
for 
lawmakers. 
Democrats expanded the issue into 
slashing retirement benefits for Reagan 
and other constitutional officers. 
The 
pension 
bill 
(A B 7 ) 
by 
Assemblyman Bob Wilson, D-San Diego, 
passed on an overwhelming 71-0 vote in 
the Assembly and a minimum 27-1 vote 
in the absenteeism-plagued Senate 
Sen Lawrence Walsh, D-Downey, who 


had expected to receive a $500-a-month 
pension starting next year, cast the only 
“no” vote. 
The only debate occurred when Senate 
Republican Leader George Deukmejian 
complained that Democrats had refused 
to permit a public hearing on the 
measure 
“I hope we are not all going to be 
embarrassed again in the future when it 
is brought to light that this bill is going 
to operate in some ways we don't 
expect,” the Long Beach lawmaker 
said. 
But 
after 
the 
session 
ended, 
lawmakers were quick to issue news 
releases extolling their action. 
Assembly Speaker Leo T McCarthy, 
D-San Francisco, said he was “proud” 
of the measure, pointing out that it also 
would grant the bonus benefits to 
widows of legislators who leave office 
this year but die before the retirement 
age of 60 
Sen 
Omer L. 
Rains, a Ventura 
Democrat and Senate sponsor of the bill, 
praised the legislature for “at last 
responding to the angry cries of the 
people',” who he said were "ready to end 
the political careers of those who vote in 
favor of such pension rip-offs.” 
The bill would cut Reagan’s pension 
front about $33,000 to approximately 
$18,000 by repealing huge cost of living 
increases built 
mto the governor’s 
retirement plan.

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Nixon asks Sirica to 
excuse him from trial

formally asked Judge John J. Sirica to 
excuse him from testifying at the 
Watergate cover-up trial, apparently 
because of ill health 
Motions to quash both prosecution and 
defense 
subpoenas 
for 
N ixon’s 
testimony were delivered at 11 a m. to 
the closely guarded chambers where 
Sirica was interviewing prospective 
jurors for the trial of five of the former 
president's associates. 


Herbert J. Miller Jr., Nixon’s lawyer, 
refused to say 
what the envelope 
contained 
But Sirica disclosed the 
contents about 45 minutes later. 
“They will be filed under seal until the 
court has had an opportunity to review 
them thoroughly,” Sirica said 
The subpoenas would require Nixon, 
one of 20 unindicted co-conspirators in 
the cover-up. to answer questions about 
the alleged conspiracy for the first time 
since he resigned his office and received 
a full pardon from President Ford 


The motions to quash the subpoenas 
were believed to have argued that 
Nixon, who has been hospitalized with a 
new flareup of phlebitis, is too ill to 
travel to Washington from his home in 
California and too weak to endure the 
rigors of attending a trial that may last 
as long as three months 
Special Prosecutor Leon Jaworski 
suggested last week that Sirica might 
wish to consider sending a team of 
doctors to California to examine Nixon 
before ruling on whether he must

jurors for the trial of five former Nixon 
associates. 
Miller’s actions came as sources 
disclosed that another of his clients, 
Richard A Moore, a former Nixon aide, 
had been added as an unindicted co­ 
conspirator in the cover-up case on the 
basis of “newly discovered evidence” 
found in the Watergate tapes. 
Sources close to the case identified 
Moore, 60, whose resignation as White 
House special counsel was announced 
Wednesday, as the unidentified 20th 
name which Special Prosecutor Leon 
Jaworski had added to list of unindicted 
co-conspirators. Nixon had been listed as 
one of the original 19 unindicted co- 
conspirators. 
Moore and Miller, acting as his 
attorney, said they knew nothing about 
it. 
Moore, who had contradicted the 
testimony of Nixon’s chief accusor John 
Dean in testimony before the Senate 
Watergate Committee, said he did not 
know “anything new,” either about 
being named as an unindicted co­ 
conspirator or being subpoenaed to 
testify.” 


Miller added, “Mr. Moore has not 
been named either by the grand jury or 
the special prosecutor. On the basis of 
all the information available to me, I do 
not believe he will be or should be 
named co-conspirator.” 


In the third day of the trial, Sirica 
began 
questioning 
individually 
144 
prospective 
jurors 
who 
had 
been 
selected during the first two days from a 
group of 315 candidates. It proved to be a 
slow, arduous process. 


Five of former President Richard M. 
Nixon’s closest aides — former Attorney 
General John N. Mitchell, former White 
House aides H R. Haldeman and John D. 
Ehrlichman, former Assistant Attorney 
General Robert C. Mardian and re­ 
elected lawyer Kenneth W. Parkinson 
— are charged with conspiracy in the 
concealing of top-level involvement in 
the 1972 Watergate bugging. 


Nixon’s lawyers were expected to 
report to Sirica today on whether the 
former President would be well enough 
to testify at the trial. 


The Washington Star-News reported 
that the lawyers, headed by former 
Assistant Attorney General Herbert J. 
Miller Jr., would ask Sirica to excuse 
Nixon from testifying.

New oil slick in 
Santa Barbara 
caused naturally 


SANTA BARBARA, Calif 
(U PI) — Oil washed up on 
beaches here today, but the 
source of the slick was a 
centuries-old 
natural 
seep 
Coast Guard officials said the 
oil was not from offshore oil 
drilling platforms 
Pea-sized balls of crude oil 
began washing ashore along a 
12-mile stretch of Santa Bar­ 
bara 
and 
Ventura 
county 
beaches Wednesday night, said 
Lt. Terrence O’Connell, Coast 
Guard group commander. 
He said coast guardmen on 
foot patrols from Emma Woods 
State Beach to Carpintería had 
determined the oil came from 
natural seepage 
The seepage has been going 
on for centuries, and was 
referred to writings by early 
white residents, and apparently 
was observed by Indians for 
ages before that. 
The Coast Guard blamed the 
beach fouling on the weather 
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Wind, waves and tide usually 
keep the seepage offshore and 
disperse it seaward, O’Connell 
said, but calm seas in recent 
days 
allowed 
the 
oil 
to 
accumulate, and a wind change 
pushed it ashore 
This was the biggest slick 
attributed to natural seepage. 
A 5-mile long slick hit the same 
general area of beach in June 
of 1973. 
Larry Bright of the state 
Division of Oil and Gas said he 
had found gobs of oil up to four 
inches in diameter on the 
beaches. 
The Santa Barbara channel 
was the scene of a massive 
fouling of beaches in January, 
1969, by oil that came from a 
drilling 
platform 
blowout, 
bringing on a confrontation 
between oil companies and 
environmentalists that led to a 
federal ban on drilling in the 
channel.

Harmer top choice to replace Reinecke 


LISBON <UPI> - Portugal's 
armed forces maintained a war 
alert today, rounding up right* 
ists suspected of plotting an 
abortive coup, military sources

The sources said more than 
300 persons have been arrested 
since authorities broke up plans 
for the reported coup over the 
weekend 


Army troops raided the right- 
wing Progress party’s Lisbon 
office, confiscating 
molotov 
cocktails and shopping lists for 
weapons to arm about 2.000 
men, the sources said. 


A high-ranking government 
source 
reported 
foiling 
a 
rightist coup plot centered on 
the assassination of former 
President Antonio de Spinola, 
the conservative leader of the 
left-leaning government 
Spinola was untouched by the 
reported plot, but he resigned 
the presidency Monday after 
losing a weekend power strug­ 
gle with leftist Premier Vasco 
Goncalves. 
Goncalves was expected to 


call a meeting of his cabinet 
today to map out Portugal’s 
economic future 
He urged 
w o rk e rs 
to 
g iv e 
the 
government a day’s pay next 
Sunday to get the nation's 
stagnant economy moving 
Gen 
Francisco da Costa 
Gomes, a political unknown 
backed by the Communists and 
Socialists, replaced Spinola as 
president 
The Portuguese news agency 
ANI reported several persons 
detained in Luanda, capital of 
the African colony of Angola, 
on charges of being involved in 
the alleged coup. 
The agency said police in 
Angola are looking for Antonio 
Ferronha, secretary general of 
the 
Christian 
Democratic 
party, who met Spinola last 
month to discuss Portugal's 
decolonization of the territory. 
A government spokesman in 
Lisbon said some of the coup 
suspects 
rounded 
up 
have 
already 
been 
released and 
others may be freed “depend­ 
ing on what 
the evidence 
against them will show. 


Huge business fraud, 
called tops in U.S., 
topic of L.A. trial 


LOS AN G ELES (UPI > — The 
government opened the trial of 
Stanley 
Goldblum, 
alleged 
mastermind 
of 
the biggest 
insurance 
swindle 
in 
U.S. 
history, by charging that he 
made $4.7 million selling his 
personal shares of fraudulently 
inflated stock. 
Goldblum was president of 
Equity 
Funding 
Corp. 
of 
America, which went bankrupt 
18 months ago in a collapse that 
has been called the biggest 
business fraud in U.S. history 
Twenty-two executives were 
indicted on 150 federal charges. 
Eighteen pleaded guilty, three 
auditors are awaiting a sepa­ 
rate trial, and only Goldblum 
has been brought to trial, • 
facing 43 counts of conspiracy, 
fraud 
and 
securities 
laws 
violations. 
Between 
1967 
and 
1973, 
Goldblum sold 
$4 7 million 
worth of his own stock in the 
company, realizing that it was 
losing money 
while falsely 
portraying it as profitable, U.S. 
Attorney 
Jack 
Newman 
charged in his opening state­ 
ment Wednesday. 
When the New York Stock 
Exchange halted trading in the 
firm’s shares in March, 1973. 
Goldblum was trying to unload 
another $460,000 worth, the 
prosecutor said. 
He called the Equity Funding 
operation “a fraud of classic 
proportions...a continual and 
unabated attempt to make 
Equity 
Funding 
Corp. 
of 
America look like a money­ 
making organization when, in 
fact, it was losing money. ” 


He charged Goldblum with 
directing the massive falsifica­ 
tion of books and records found 
by federal and state inves­ 
tigators. approving the “phony 
policy” scheme of an insurance 
subsidiary that was a major 
part of the fraud, and with 
planning the counterfeiting of 
corporate bonds, certificates of 
deposit and other securities. 
The phony policy scheme 
involved a subsidiary, Equity 
Funding Life Insurance Co. 
Investigators said that of the 
90,000 policyholders on the 
company’s books, 62,000 were 
bogus — non-existent persons 
carrying policies with a com­ 
bined face value of $2 billion. 
The phony business made the 
company, 
and 
the 
parent 
corporation, appear very suc­ 
cessful, inflating Equity Fund­ 
ing stock, while the corporation 
was actually losing money, the 
government charges. 
In reinsurance transactions, 
common 
in 
the 
industry, 
Equity Funding sold, for cash, 
to other insurance companies 
the 
future 
income 
from 
payments by 
these “policy 
holders,” investigators said 
The other insurance compa­ 
nies were the major losers, but 
Equity Funding’s stockholders 
brought dozens of civil suits for 
billions 
in 
damages. 
The 
corporation’s stock was for 
years a high-flying Wall Street 
marvel, until rumors of the 
fraud sent it plumetting to a 
fraction of its earlier values 
before trading was halted and a 
federal judge ordered the firm 
into bankruptcy.

Doctors reported Wednesday 
that Mrs. Ford had gained 
almost full mobility of her right 
arm and was feeling strong 
enough after her breast cancer 
surgery

some mail. 
Ford visited her Wednesday 
night and said at that time, 
“She felt well enough in fact 
that we could call all three of 
our boys: Mike in Boston, and 
Jack and Steve who are both in 
Utah.” 
The President 
today dis­ 
cussed his wife’s illness briefly 
with May Wallace, Bess Tru­ 
man’s sister-in-law who was 
with a group brought to the 
Cabinet

to

portrait of Harry S. Truman. 
Ford ordered the picture of the 
former president placed on the 
wall opposite a painting of 
Abraham Lincoln. 
Mrs. Wallace, the widow of 
Bess Truman’s brother, told 
Ford, “We have you and your 
wife in our prayers.” 
Speaking of his wife, Ford 
said, “She’s doing very well. 
She’s ahead of what the doctors 
said would be the progress.” 
He told the group he had 
received 
“expressions from 


literally thousands of people” 
concerned with Mrs. Ford’s 
illness

heartwarming.” 


The White House has re­ 
ceived about 10,000 letters and 
cards from well-wishers, ac­ 
cording to her press secretary, 
Helen McCain Smith. 


Most of the notes are from 
women who also had a breast 
removed and most are comfor­ 
ting, assuring Mrs. Ford she 
can live a “normal, long life,” 
Mrs. Smith said.

The biggest change I noticed 
from 1960 was the almost 
complete absence of weapons 
and of policemen on the streets 
of Havana.

In 
many places it has the look of a 
blighted American city in the 
process of urban renewal. 
The Cubans are extremely 
proud of the great progress 
they have made in education. 
Both 
the 
percentage 
of 
children who attend school and 
the 
rate 
of 
literacy 
have 
improved greatly since 1959, 
and modern schools are being 
built everywhere. 
The health care system also 
has been improved. After 1959 
more than half of the island's 
6,000 doctors fled. 
Today, according to Cuban 
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figures, there are 9.000 doctors 
with 1,000 more being graduat­ 
ed each year At present there 
is one doctor for every 1,000 
Cubans. 
Our final evening was spent 
dining and talking with Fidel 
Castro, 
a 
man of curious 
contrast. 
1 had expected to find an 
aging, 
burly, 
loud 
revolu­ 
tionary. 
I 
found 
instead a 
relatively shy man, young for 
his years and softspoken. 
We came away from our 
meeting with the view that 
there will be no abrupt return 
to normal relations between 
our countries. 
But I believe Cubans are 
ready for a step-by-step move­ 
ment into the family of the 
Americas. 
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Mission musical is a delight

La Purisim a Mission was the scene of a 
first 
last 
weekend when a m usical program tracing the history 
of California Mission m usic was presented by the 
John Biggs Consort and associates of Santa Barbara 
A great deal of planning and painstaking care resulted 
in one of the finest presentations anywhere, matching 
or surpassing any spectacle the 
big cities ' could 
organize 
The music was selected and prepared by John 
Biggs. F irst was heard twelfth century baroque 
church music of Spain, then seventeenth century 
music of M exico 
After a short interm ission four 
pieces of indigenous m usic of different California 
Indian 
tribes 
delighted 
listeners 
Of 
these 
the 
Deerskin Dance of the northern Yurok contained 
passages very sim ilar to modern flute "flourishes ." 
The Franciscans wrote down the m usical notes of the 
native Indian tunes, and so we were able to hear the 
very music of long ago tribes 


Next were played daily hymns and music for the 
M ass, which had been taught to the Indians and sung 
by them , usually in four parts The Franciscans had 
devised a very clever method of teaching Indians 
four-part music by using red and green to write the 
second and third voices, while the first and fourth 
parts were written in black E ach part could be easily 
followed across the page in its special color 
Two more recent works from M asses composed in 
1934 in honor of Padre Jum pero Serra concluded the 
program 
One of these was a Credo written by 
Richard 
Keys 
Biggs, 
father 
of 
the 
director 
A traditional recessional, " E l A iabado," was the last 
selection 


It was dem onstrated to the audience that the 
statem ent in history books concerning the excellent 
acoustics of the old Missions was fa ct, not theory The 
beautiful m usic could be heard in the rear of the 
chapel as clearly as at the front The vocal ensem ble 
of a soprano, an alto, two tenors and two bass voices 
was supported by two violins, a cello, a bass viol and 
two flutes Additionally, John Biggs used a number of 
old instrum ents a R ecorder, a Rauschpfeife, a Hurdy 
Gurdy. Percussion, and three melodious Handbell's 
• one of these dated from 1739 and had been used by 
Father Serra him self > It was pointed out that the 


Indians had no m etal, and were entranced by the 
sound of the chimes of the bells 
The Saturday evening concert was a thing of "fa iry 
ta le " beauty 
The Mission bells pealed before and 
after the concert 
The surrounding hills and the 
Mission buildings were bathed in moonlight The air 
was warm and the trees whispered in a light breeze 
The chapel was lit by rows of candles in the pair of 
candelabra down the center, and by candles on the 
altar

1900s in Lompoc steer head bakes 
were a popular thing for a large 
Sunday gathering in San Pasqual 
Canyon on the Ja m e s Sloan ranch. 
In the area they called Sloan's 
Grove, a large pit, about 3 by 5 feet 
by 3 feet deep, was dug several days 
ahead of the picnic, and lined on the 
sides 
and 
bottom 
with 
smooth 
stones from the nearby creek bed 
Oak wood only was piled into the pit 
and lighted early Saturday morning, 
kept going all day until the pit was 
full of hot coals. Saturday evening 
the coals were lifted out onto a 
large piece of heavy sheet iron. 
One 
o r 
tw o 
s te e r 
h ead s, 
com pletely intact, a roast pork and 
leg of lam b and a large crock butter 
chum filled with beans I white or 
pink) 
that 
had 
been 
soaked 
overnight and seasoned with salt 
pork and a little garlic, w ere each 
wrapped in very wet gunny sacks 
(burlap sack s) and put down into 
the hot pit Over this was placed the 
iron with the hot coals on top, then 
dirt thrown over the coals. Nothing 
was disturbed until the pit was 
opened about two o ’clock in the 
afternoon on Sunday for the picnic 
dinner After removing the skin, the 
m eat from the head was sliced and 
the brains and tongue taken out and 
sliced 
All parts of the head were 
delicious cooked this way, and all 
the m eat was extrem ely tender. 
The above is from Mrs. Harry 
Sloan, who says the last such event 
held by the Sloans was in about 1923

Brown, Flournoy views clash

formula whereby funds raised 
in wealthy districts would be 


spent in poorer areas. 
Flournoy said he didn t see 
how “we can avoid a basic 
state property tax to meet 
some of the costs” and the use 
of funds from the state general 
fund.

SA C R A M E N T O (U P I)— A bill designed to end the seven-week 
strike by 4,000 bus drivers and mechanics in the Southern Cal­ 
ifornia Rapid Transit District has died in the Assembly. 


The measure did not come to an Assembly floor vote Wednesday 
because the Senate had adjourned and no vote in the upper house 
would be possible. 


Assemblyman Paul Priolo, R-Pacific Palisades, said if the 
strike was not settled by this weekend, he might ask legislative 
leaders to reconvene the session “so the Senate can do its job. ” 


The Assembly Labor Relations Committee Wednesday ap­ 
proved the bill (AB4537) by Assemblyman Alan Sieroty, D-Los 
Angeles, on a 6-2 vote. But by the time the bill reached the 
Assembly floor, the Senate had adjourned.

NEW YORK (U PIl - Professional 
sports already have begun to hurt, and 
regardless of the different reasons being 
offered, one certainly has to be the 
shaky economy.

It was the 
smallest crowd in the new Garden since 
it opened six years ago, and although it 
was an exhibition game, the meager 
turnout was noticed by many in the 
NBA Some of them easily could be 
excused for wondering how the Buffalo 
Braves or any other club were going to 
keep 
paying 
someone 
like 
Ernie 
DiGregorio 8460,000 a year, good as he 
is, if this type of trend continues. 
Normally, the Dallas Cowboys draw 
between 50,000 and 60,000 anytime they 
play at home in Texas Stadium. Last 
Sunday they didn’t. They played before 
their smallest home crowd in nine 
years. The Cowboys drew only 45,353 for 
a contest with the New York Giants.

Mike Burke, the new president of 
Madison Square Garden and former 
president of the Yankees, had his own 
reasons for Tuesday night's startlingly 
low Garden crowd. 


He said he was sure the Knicks lost 
many fans to the Yankees that night 
because he figured they stayed home in 
front of their tv sets to see if the Yanks 
could remain in contention against the 
Brewers in Milwaukee 


Perhaps. That doesn’t change the fact 
that more and more sports fans who 
didn't think anything of plunking down $5 
or $10 to see a ball game last year or the 
year before, think it over a couple of 
times now, and then maybe decide to 
pass up the whole thing.

Cybill, the All-American 
beauty who graced the 
covers of leading fashion 
magazines a short while ago, 
has completed an album of 
never-before-recorded songs 
bv Cole Porter that should 
change her homogenized im­ 
age 
Oh, Porter fans will recog­ 
nize the melodies, all right, 
hut the lyrics? Unbeknown to 
many Porter devotees, the 
Depression-era songsmith 
often wrote duplicate lyrics, 
one set for public consump­ 
tion and the other for inti­ 
mate gatherings. Even some 
of Cole’s most ardents fans 
were unaware of their 
favorite composer's affinity 
for the risque until a biogra­ 
phy was published two years 
ago containing the lyrics of 
all his material, blue in­ 
cluded. 
According to Paramount 
Records, Bogdanovich hit on 
the idea of recording an en­ 
tire album of Porter's coarser 
work, expletives included, 
after Cybill presented him 
with a copy of the biography 
as a gift. 
“ It was something to do, I 
thought it would be fun," he 
said, sitting beside Cybill in 
their suite at the Plaza. The 
director of “The Last Picture 
Show" and “ Paper Moon 
adamantly denied, however, 
that he is a fanatical Porter 
fan, contradicting much of 
the P.R. effort to dramatize 
the album 
“ I liked Porter, he was a 
good writer but I’m certainly 
not crazy about him," Bog­ 
danovich said in that dry, in­ 
different tone that changes 
only when he’s very happy or 
very mad. “There are plenty 
of good songwriters around 
that I like. In fact, I’m plan­ 
ning for Cybill to do another 
album. This will be of Noel 
Coward’s risque material." 
An e n t i r e a lb u m of 
warmed-over melodies sea­ 
soned only by a few double 
entendres is a bit weak in 
these days of raunch rock. 
What sells the album is 
Cybill’s approach more than 
her singing — that “ is she 
kidding or serious” attitude 
that calls Daisy Miller to 
mind. 
Tutored by a singing coach 
over the past three years, 
Cybill’s voice lends itself to 
the difficult and novel phras­ 
ing of Porter’s unique style. 
Full and high-pitched, the 
Shepherd voice can carry a 
tune fairly well, though 
perhaps the styling is too coy. 
Also making his singing 
debut on the disc, Bog­ 
danovich provides the foil to 
Cybilfs coquettish carrying- 
ons in “ But in the Morning, 
No!” 
The album's credits list 
him as the “ director." 
“ I tried to present the 
album as a movie, including 
a plot with a beginning, 
climax and a happy ending. I 
guess it really doesn't differ 
too much from the ‘concept 
type albums a lot of rock 
bands do these days but it 
w as something new to me and 
I had as much fun doing it as 
Cybill did. 
“ It presents the image of a 
certain kind of girl that may 
or may not resemble Cybill.’’ 
Ms. Shepherd is more defi­ 
nite about the girl on the 
album. “ It's just another 
facet of my personality."

Judge Barrington Parker for 
sentencing for a Watergate- 
related crime 
Fifteen minutes earlier, a 
letter delivered to legislative 
officers in California said: “ I 
hereby resign the office of 
lieutenant governor Sincerely, 
Ed Reinecke.’’ 
Parker, 
telling 
Reinecke, 
“You are a victim of your 
ambition, 
your own 
selfish 
ambition,” gave him an 18- 
month 
suspended 
sentence. 
Reinecke said later he would 
appeal 
as 
“a 
matter 
of 
principle.” 
Reinecke, who was seeking 
the governorship of the nation's 
most 
populous 
state, 
was 
charged 
with 
lying 
to 
the 
Senate Judiciary Committee 
about the precise time m 1971 
that 
he 
first 
told 
former 
Attorney 
General 
John 
N. 
Mitchell about an offer from 
ITT to finance partially the 
1972 
Republican 
National 
Convention if it were held in 
San Diego. 
Reinecke’s lawyer, F. Joseph 
Donohue, 
told 
Parker 
that 
Reinecke had been destroyed 
by his own honesty in cooperat­ 
ing 
with 
the 
Watergate 
prosecutors who had won his 
conviction. “ And so was de­ 
stroyed the budding career of 
an 
able, 
honest, 
energetic 
public servant,” the lawyer 
said 
After he heard the sentence 
pronounced, Reinecke said, “ I 
still do not feel I am guilty.” 
He told reporters that he did 
not 
agree 
with 
Parker’s 
characterization. He said his 
trial this summer had been “ a 
deep emotional experience,” 
insisted he never tried to hide 
anything, and 
“there was no 
wrongdoing on my part.” 
Reinecke has one month of 
unsupervised 
probation.

said he would return to his 
ranch near Placerville, Calif., 
and write a book based on his 
experiences.

each calling for belt tightening 
But 
their aims were light years apart. 
McNamara was in effect calling on the 
Congress to add a billion or two billion 
dollars a year to aid the budget. Ford 
was asking for budget balancing to hold 
down inflation.

Looming 
depression 


One of the worst disasters in the 
history of mankind is now slowly taking 
shape before the horrified eyes of 
official observers It is the fate of about 
one billion people, the forgotten billion, 
who are at the population base of the 
underdeveloped countries; they are the 
innocent bystanders in gathering battle 
between the oil-exporting countries and 
the oil-importing countries. 
In the past week president Ford and 
Secretary Kissinger began to talk tough 
to the oil exporting countries They have 
reason for alarm, for the price of 
petroleum has quadrupled in the past 
two years and it is one of the principal 
causes for world inflation Possibly even 
more serious than inflation is the glut of 
undistributed capital amassed by the oil 
exporters. It threatens a breakdown in 
the international banking system: a 
breakdown possibly like the Thirties 
The world has never seen anything like 
this before: one group of nations, mostly 
Arab, with the ability and nerve to raise 
almost at will the price of a key 
industrial 
requirement, and another 
group of nations, the vastly richer 
industrial countries, churning around 
among themselves, wondering what to 
do. In such a struggle who cares about 
the third element in the drama, the 
loincloth beggars of global society, the 
poor people of the poorest countries, 
who find that everything they need to 
survive is scarcer and dearer and that 
fewer crumbs are coming their way. 
Until the last minute, Washington 
believed 
that 
Saudi 
Arabia 
would 
somehow persuade its allies to half their 
demands and even reduce oil prices, but 
instead 
they 
raised 
them 
In 
a 
coordinated counter-move, President 
Ford 
and 
Secretary 
Kissinger and 
Treasury Secretary Simon began their 
warnings though clearly aware that 
their leverage is limited So it happened 
that the odor of oil was strong at Mr. 
Ford’s climactic economic “summit” 
meeting here, and at the weekend 
gathering of the World Bank and foreign 
ministers. 
Nobody can fail to see the threat in 
Mr. Ford’s comment at the energy 
conference 
at 
Detroit: 
“Sovereign 
nations cannot allow their policies to be 
dictated, or their fate decided, by 
artificial rigging and distortion of world 
commodity markets.” At the United 
Nations 
Kissinger 
urged 
“a global 
strategy for food and energy’’ to avoid 
“disaster for every nation.” 
But what do “sovereign nations” do? 
The 
oil 
producers, 
the 
13 
nation 
Organization of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries (OPEC) show little anxiety 
over a confrontation with the American- 
led 12 member Energy Co-ordinating 
Group (ECG). This is the 20th Century. 
A Centry ago a big power wouldn’t have 
thought twice about taking oil from a 
little country if it needed it, but things 
are different today that is, they probably 
are different. 
There is irony in the situation. The 
industrial countries always took the 
backward oil sheikdoms for granted; the 
price of oil was absurdly low; nobody 
did any planning and it was assumed by 
all but a few crackpot professors that 
petroleum was an inexhaustible raw 
resource, 
God-given 
especially 
for 
Detroit’s behemoth chariots. 
Things have changed. And if you are 
tempted to sympathize with the Sheiks 
consider how close we are to world 
depression. A barrel of oil cost $3 in mid- 
1973 
and 
$11.65 
today. 
The OPEC 
countries received $15 billion from oil in 
1972; $25 billion in 1973, and will get 
about $80 billion this year. In five more 
years the World Bank says they may 
have accumulated $650 billion, and in 10 
years 
$1.2 
trillion. 
Banker 
David 
Rockefeller says that this glut of capital 
is already too big for the private banking 
system to transfer and “recycle.” and 
that 
it 
can 
be 
handled 
only 
by 
governments. 
The prospect becomes terrifying when 
it is put in context with the other forces 
pushing the well-to-do countries to 
recession. Watching. Mr. Ford’s grand 
extravaganza of a “summit last week 
we have all had a crash course in ec­ 
onomics.” The man who is supposed to 
summarize it and analyze it, and pull it 
all together for the eager president, is 
Paul 
McCracken, economist of the 
University of Michigan. 
A crisis atomosphere is developing in 
Washington, directed in part at OPEC. 
Saudi Arabia’s oil minister Ahmed Zaki 
al-Yamani 
says 
that 
he 
sees 
an 
approaching “major world recession,” 
but a majority of OPEC raises prices 
just the same: the cost of goods they 
import has gone up (inflation, you know) 
so they must charge more too. Who can 
bother to think of the world’s poorest 
people at a time like this. Why, Bob 
McNamara, head of the world bank to be 
sure 
In the midst of our self-pity he 
reminds us and the bank, that economic 
upheavals “of a magnitude previously 
associated only with major wars and 
depressions” have forced a billion of the 
world’s 
poorest 
people 
to face 
a 
“desperate” 
future. 
They 
are 
the 
marginal men; not only does rice cost 
more but rich countries that used to 
throw them a pittance now hold back 
Maybe 
it 
had 
to 
come. 
Over­ 
population and all that But McNamara 
insists: “hundreds of millions of in­ 
dividuals barely surviving on the margin 
of 
life, 
living 
under conditions so 
degraded 
by 
disease, 
illiteracy, 
malnutrition and squalor as to deny 
them the basic human necessities; a 
condition of life so degrading as to insult 
human dignity - and yet a condition of 
life so common as to be the lot of 40 per 
cent of the peoples of the developing 
countries ” He pleads for more aid, 
denying that they are the expendables in 
world recession 
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
